MAKING A START 

In a recent insuc wc emphasized the importance of the McGil 
Union as the social centre of the University. We also stated, as 
iur opinion, that the Union has heretofore fallen considerably short 
irTthc performance of the functions assigned it. The reasons for 
hi| are doubtless many and varied, and it can profit us little to 
enquire into them except in so far as these enquiries will lead to 
in improvement of the situation. 

Criticism in this connection can avail little unless it is of the 
.•onstructve type. Although wc do not claim to have any immc 
diate and absolute remedy ready to present, wc are reasonably 
confident that with the exercise of a degree of initiative on the 
irt of its administrators, the Union may be made to more truly 
fulfil the runèfàiWior the fulfilment of which it was established. 

The session is already well commenced in so far as things 
ItW'hcttjrd down to the regular routine. There is, however, 

^ r iîT" danger that ,hc fliRht o{ limc be unrealized, and that the 
pursuit of the every day round of activity may lead us into a rut. 
It it Well, therefore, to remind ourselves that the succss which 
will attend the activities of the ensuing session depends in great 
icasurc upon the start which is made. In other words, it is time 
if various organizations were formulating plans forrfhc session. 
What we have said in general applies" in particular to the 
McGill Union, and those responsible for its management. If the 
Union is to ocupy the place for which it is designed, it must be 
popularized. It is not sufficient that a certain proportion of the 
undergraduates frequent the Union and make it a social centre. 
Every student ought to regard the institution as a place in which 
to meet and get acquainted with his fellows. If the proper atmo- 
sphere it to be created, steps must first be taken to attract students 
to the Union and to familiarize them with its aim and purpose. 

In our opinion the best method of accomplishing this end would 
be an informal social gathering, to which the undergraduate body 
could be "individually invited. Such a function, if properly planned, 
would be conducive to sociability, which should be of a more or 
lew permanent nature, and which would at least open the way for 
further effort. 

It is. in our opinion, essential to the success of any plan which 
us for its aim the popularization of the Union, that it be launched 
with a minimum of delay. The opportunity certainly exists. AH 
hat is required is the necessary initiative to turn to real advantage 
'.he present situation.

Dear Sir. Tour editorial on 'Tha 
ttuih" In mat Saturday'* laau* and your 
further editorial touching- on the tame 
subject In thta morning's leaue would 
lead your readars to luppoae that 
very considerable majority of the Junior 
students arr atlll In favour of what 
some would designate a leml-barbaroui 
diatom, and "Pity 'tis 'Ma true'. But 
yet one rouit be quite ready to admit 
that auch an attitude of mind Is not al 
together surprising. It la curious how 
loath human nature Is to give up a 
practlcr of long atandlng however 
meaningless or absurb It may be. This 
disinclination would naturally he more 
pronounced In the case of a custom 
which appeals, as ,thls one docs, to 
that side of every red -blooded young 
man's nature which delights In a gen 
ulne "rough -house". Neither of these, 
however, should wolgh for a moment 
against the objectionable things which 
generally oasooiatcd with It, — tho des- 
truction of property ( Including cloth 
ing). tha brutality (unintentional, no 
doubt, but nevertheless Inseparable), 
tho bud feeling In general, the Injury 
to the reputation of tho University, 
which suffers In proportion to -the vlo 
lence of the, fray, and above all the 
possibility of sorlous and even fatal re 
suits. For MoCJIII the question of rep 
illation Is of greater moment than 
might be at first supposed, because she 
Is dependent for her progress, nay al 
most for her very existence, on the gen 
oroslty of the cillions of Montreal and, 
to some extent, elsewhere. . It should 
be oiir^ntm, therefore, to ao demean 
ourseTVTa"ns to merit their approval In 
the hope that that approval may mean 
substantial support. 

Morally If not legally the Universi- 
ty stands to her students In loco par- 
entis and undertakes, when ahe admits 
them ' to her" lull-, a certain meaaure 
Of responsibility on their behalf. She 
oannot close her eyes to such practices 
aa the one in question without Incur- 
ring blame and reproach. J am suro 
I need not say that the decision of the 
authorities to place "The Hush", as It 
has been carried out In later years un- 
der the ban was mode with the great- 
est reluotance and only after' the most 
mature consideration. 
My purpose in writing this letter,

however. Is not to expjaln or advance 
reasons for the action of Corporation 
In this matter, but rather to ahow that 
In deciding as they did they were quite 
In lino (although perhaps they did not 
know it at tho time) with the authori- 
ties of nil other unlveraltles of tho 
first rank. Thinking that thoro might 
be some criticism of their action 1 un- 
dertook, on my own account, In De- 
cember last to- find out how matters 
stood in this rospect In the larger uni- 
versities of tho Eaatorn States. It !s 
always helpful to know what others 
do under similar circumstances. The 
replies I received are appended to this 
letter. 

, II will be seen that these big Amerl 
can universities havo outgrown tho 
custom, and so I may say have thono 
In Cunuda. The rush Is an importa- 
tion from tho United States. It ran 
Its courso thorc like an ordinary cpl 
lemlo and Is now a thing of the paat, 
except pcrhapa In «orne third rate In 
•Ututlons. Surely wo may consider 
that Metllll lias grown beyond the 
more or less irresponsible period of 
youth and that wc are expected to "put 
awuy childish tîtings". At ai.y rate we 
cannot afford to write ourselves dawn 
aa being Inferior In the saving quali- 
ties of sound Judgment and common 
sonse to the universities across the 
border.

This was 
abolished some thirteen or fourtocn 
years airo. The atudenta still, howevor, 
continue to have what It known as a 
flag rush". This constats In tha ploo- 
Ing of the flag by the sophomore claas 
on a post about fifteen feet high. The 
post has one croaspiece a foot or two 
from the top. On the lop Is planted a 
flag, it In the object 0,* tho freshman 
class to obtain posaesnlon of the flag. 
This rush comes very early in the Fall. 
The second cjaj* enntc-u consista of 



:he 'tug of war". Theae contests are 
carefully organUed and are aupervlsed 
by responsible members of the upper 
classes.

Rsplylng to your letter of December 
Uth, I beg to say that tr you rcrcr to 
the old style rushing between the 
freshmen and sophomore clnsaea, I 
must aay that such a thing does not 
exist at Cornell University and has not 
existed for a number of years. Those 
old rushes were liable to lead to some- 
thing more serious, often to hazing 
and very often In Injuries. 

There haa been for years at Cornell a 
so-called ruah between the first and 
second year «tudsnts. It Is generally 
held on the Campus on the afternoon 
Just before the evening of tha fresh- 
man banquet which occurs In our mud- 
diest month. March. Thousands of 
spectators line the sides of the quad- 
rangle and an attempt Is made by tho 
sophomorea to capture freshmen be- 
fore they can get across to the other 
side. The very best of feeling pre- 
vails and no freahman thinks he Is 
worthy of going to the banquet or be- 
longing to the claas unless ho runs tho 
gauntlet. The Faculty does not over- 
see the rush. It la gonrrally controll- 
ed by uppcrclassmen and the Faculty 
pays no attention whatsoever except 
aa possibly interested spectators.

U. 8. SHOE TRADE HIT. 

The United States Consul at Calcut- 
ta, Tndla has notified the Department 
of Commerce at Washington that a bill 
has been Introduced bcroro tho Vice- 
roy's legislative Council Imposing an 
oxport duty of 1C per cen.t on Indian 
hides and akins with 10 per cent re- 
bate for shipments to destinations 
within the British Kmplre; providing 
that before re-export thoy are tanned 
there. The roport adds that tho bill 
undoubtedly bo approved and will go 
Into effect Immediately. 

As tho United states draws from In- 
dia a very large part of tho supply of 
goat skins for tho manufacture of 
shoos, the preference Involved In this 
new legislation may atfmulate tho Can- 
adian boot and shoe Industry at tho 
expense of manufacturers In tho Uni- 
ted States. At any rate, the Canadian 
leather tanning Industry should be ad- 
vantageously affected.
